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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL, BOARD: 


OF THE 
TOWN OF SOUTH NEWMARKET, 


For the year ending March 1, 1890. 


. Yourcommittee respectfully submit to the citizens of South 
Newmarket their annual report, giving in detail the financial 
account of all business, and also a general statement of all other 
matters in the interest of the schools. 

The annual school meeting was held March 17, 1889. James 
W. Robinson was chosen moderator, and Edward J. Beal clerk. 
Fred A. Hoyt was elected on the School Board to serve three 
years. Samuel E. Williams was chosen auditor. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The School Board met March 23, 1889, and organized by 
chosing A. W. Richards chairman; Austin J. Neale, clerk; Fred 
A. Hoyt, treasurer; sub committee, Austin J. Neale on superin- 
tendence and repairs, Fred A. Hoyt on finance, and A. W. Rich- 
ards on Piscassic school. 
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REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


The repairs during the year have been small. We have made 
improvements by putting a radiator in the Intermediate school-room 
entry. Here scholars in rough weather may warm themselves 
before the recitation rooms are opened. We have dispensed with 
curtains and hung inside blinds in the Primary school-room, mak- 
ing it more convenient for teacher and scholars. In 1887 the 
district put ina boiler to heat the Grammar and Intermediate 
rooms. ‘This was necessary to the health of the schools, also it does 
not consume so much coal as_ the furnace, and is so well regulated 
that we have been able to make these rooms comfortable in this 
variable winter weather. 


LAWS OF JUNE SESSION, 1889. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court convened : 

SECTION 1. The school committee of every city and town shall 
purchase at the expense of such city or town, text books and other 
supplies used in the public schools, and said text books and_ sup- 
plies shall be loaned to the pupils of said public schools free of 
charge, subject to such rules and regulations as to care and cus- 
tody as the school committee may.prescribe, provided that in pur- 
chasing the first supply of text books under this act, the school 
committee may effect a change in the text books previously and 
then in use upon any subject. 

Sec. 2. Pupils supplied with text books at the time of the pas- 
sage of this act shall not be supplied with similar books by the 
committee until needed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect upon the first day of January, 
eighteen hundred and ninety. 

Approved July 30, 1889. 


Under this Statute we have purchased text-books and supplies at 
‘the expense of the town; have distributed them in the schools, 
making a change in readers—substituting the New Franklin series 
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for Lippincott’s—and have put into all the schools the Fish-Robin- 
son arithmetic, removing White’s. 


TEXT-BOOKS. 


The text-books now in use are Harrington’s speller, New Frank- 
lin readers, Swinton’s grammar, Eclectic geographies, Colburn’s 
and Robinson’s arithmetics, Harper’s penmanship, Barnes’ and 
Swinton’s histories, Meservie’s book-keeping and political economy, 
Hutchinson’s physiology, Wentworth’s algebra, Well’s philosophy, 
Lockwood’s rhetoric. | | 

There have been annexed to the northwesterly part of our dis- 
trict the farms of Harrison G. Burley ove Freeman Sanborn. _ The 
full text of the bill is as follows: 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES IN 
GENERAL COURT CONVENED : 


Section 1. ‘That the homestead farms of Harrison G. Burley 
and Freeman Sanborn situated. in the town of Newmarket are here- 
by severed from the town school district in Newmarket and an- 
nexed to the town school district of South Newmarket for school 
purposes. | 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

Approved August 1, 1889. 


TEACHERS AND SCHOLARS. 


The Spring term opened with Mr. Frank A. Davis in charge of 
Grammar school, Miss Kelley’ of Intermediate, Miss Hobbs of 
Primary and Miss Barber of Piscassic school. The second and 
third terms were taught respectively by Mr. Chas. S. Strout, Gram- 
mar; Miss Kelley, Intermediate ; Miss Hobbs, Primary, and Mr. 
Richards, Piscassic. 

The school year has been a progressive one. It has consisted o 
thirty-four weeks—two more than the usual number. ‘ No deaths 
have-occurred during this timie, but there have been many pupils 
attacked with the prevalent influenza. The Grammar room in the 
Winter term numbered 36 pupils; 28 of whom had “La Grippe.” 
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This disease broke in upon the schools and retarded somewhat 
_ their work and progress. ‘The closing'*examinations' have proved 
satisfactory. In some of the schools the examinations were writ- 
ten and a high percentage attained by many pupils. 


Whole number of children in town: April1, as‘'enumerated by the 
selectmen, between the: ages of five and fifteen: yeats is 141: boys, 
.67; girls, 74.. The whole number of different scholars entered up- 
on. our school registers from four years of age and upward attend- 
ing school not less than ‘two. weeks is’ 71 boys, 76 girls. The aver- 
age number belonging to the schools in town is. 132. ‘The aver- 
age daily attendance has been.1ro.’ The percentage of daily 
attendance has been .8403.. The pupils:under six years of age are 
17; over 16,9; between six and sixteen,-103/ ‘The number of 
scholars in town studying reading is 132; spelling, 132; penman- 
ship, 132; arithmetic, 132; geography, 87 ;. grammar, 85 ; United 
States history, 42 ; composition, 83 ; physiology, 45 ; book-keeping, 

1; algebra, 24 ; ancient history, 10; philosophy, 10 ;: rhetoric, 30. 

The largest number of pupils | in any school is 47, the smallest 
number, 28 ; visits by Superintendent, 25 py other members of 
the school Baan. 21; by parents and friends, 240; closing exami- 
nations, 12 ; school houses, 3 ; schools, 4 ; teachers, 6. 


In closing this report perhaps the most important feature before 
the district is the Free ‘Text-book law upon which it is useless to 
comment so early in its workings. It adds unpleasant duties to 
those of the committee and ‘téachers and will meet with opposition 
outside of the school-room. Yet it will doubtless commend itself 
to the public and be an advantage to our school system. A 
similar law proves satisfactory in the state of Massachusetts. | At 
the commencement of’ the coming’ school year more books and 
supplies will be needed to carry on the work.) We have up to ‘this 
time purchased directly of publishers as few of these goods as the 
committee deemed judicious. This subject should receive due 
consideration: and: a liberal appropriation be made. In the war- 
rant’we'call for repairs in the Grammar school-room which are 
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much needed. By refurnishing that room the present furniture 
could be used to good advantage in the Intermediate and Piscassic 
school-rooms. | 

Pages might be written on the subjects of schools, but let us as 
citizens of the town take hold of this work where it now is andl 
provide liberally for their support. 

Probably not more than one-twentieth of our pupils will ever 
attend any but the town schools. Hence we see the importance: 
of carefully maintaining the highest degree of excellence in them.
